stitution now proposed. 
The attorney general in his repl^ 
has addressed a letter to W. H. Mur­ 
ray, president of the convention, say­ 
ing it is the plain intent of the Oklaho­ 
ma enabling act that the voters of the 
two territories, through their repre­ 
sentatives in the constitutional con­ 
vention. should themselves frame a 
constitution; that the duty of the pres­ 
ident is limited to deciding whether 
the constitution they frame evidently 
satisfies the tests fixed by congress, 
and that no further reference to con­ 
gress of the question whether they are 
fit for statehood would be necessary or 
advisable. 


He further states that it would be al­

The power of the referendum here-

ientntives in the constitutional con- 
•ention, should themselves frame a 
lonstltutlon: that the duty of the pres- 
dent Is limited to deciding whether 
he constitution they frame evidently 
atisfies the tests fixed by congress, 
and that no further reference to con- 
gress of the question whether they are 
it for statehood woutd be necessary or 
advisable. 


He further states that It would be al- 


together at variance with the spirit 
and purpose of the enabling act Cor 
the president to aid lu framing this In- 
strument, when he must afterward* 
decide whether it Is such an Instru- 
ment as justifies their Immediate ad- 
mission under the terms of the act. 
He says that he baa no objection, how- 
ever, to furnishing a list of the pro- 
j visions of the constitution as now pro- 
posed, to which objections have been 
filed with the president and the depart- 
j«ent at justice. *«ch a list tiac been 
furnished to Mr. Murray and also to
